LACK OF PAPER LAID

TO RAIL CONGESTION

High Prices Duo to Wnr Con-

ditions Canso Unrest,
in Mnrkot.

Tlallroad congestion, especially .since
the Government took tho roads over, and
Increasing high prices due to war con-
ditions, nre the two principal causes
for the shortage and somewhat chaotic
condition of the commercial paper mar-
ket, according to several wholesale paper
dealers. Above all, the difficulty of
getting stock, owing to the railroad con-
ditions, appears to be the principal

'cause.
W Sherman Wlnslow, sales manager

of the J. K. Llnde Paper Company, an
organisation that deals In all sorts Of
paper In both this country and South
America, had some Interesting facts to
give yesterday relative to the situation.
Ills tone, on the whole, was one of opti-
mism, and this is reflected by practically
all the paper dealers.

Mr. Wlnslow Bald many of the mills
were booked up with Government orders,
many of which appeared needless. Thou-pan-

of pounds of paper aro used In cir-
culars, printed on one side only, and
mailed In large envelopes, that are
thrown In the waste paper basket as
soon as they nre received.

During June, Mr. Wlnslow said, there
were Increases 1n price of 10 to 25 per
cent, on every fine paper made, Since
the war the cost of these papers has prac-
tically doubled. Many mills wfll not take
orders at all, onlng to the fact that they
are booked so far ahead. Others will
take orders to be delivered In two to
three months time at the price then ob-
taining. It takes twice" as long to de-

liver paper as It used to, and one of the
causes of this, according to Mr. Wlnslow,
was because of the frequent embargos
put on the freight cars. He cited the
case of the American Writing Paper
Company of Holyoke, Mass., which for
some time was allowed to fhlp but one
car a day when It was anxious to ship
ten.

Many suggestions have been brought
forward as the best means of easing up
the paper market and manufacturers
and wholesalers are looking with op-

timism to a meeting In Wash
ington of representatives of the paper
iraae wim tne stationery division of the
War Industries Hoard, when the prob-
lems confronting the paper men will be
discussed and probable aetlon taken to
aid them.

Among the suggestions brought for-
ward lately by paper men for aiding the
market Is that all laid papers be elimi-
nated, that special finishes such as linen
or vellum be dispensed with, that bond
papers be limited to five grades, that
colors bo reduced, that maximum weight
bfwea be established and that all special
making orders shall be made only on a
substance weight basis and only on
orders for 10,000 pounds or more of a
special else.

One pnper man stated that rags have
gone up and that this had a lot to do
with the higher costs of manufacture.
People are wearing their clothes for
longer periods and aro not so willing to
toss away linen and other cloths as they
were, Rag pickers are doing a bit of
war profiteering of thelrown apparently.

The wnste of paper Is great, accord-
ing to many dealers. Writing on one
side of note paper, for instance, and
ulng long sheets when short ones would
do la practised everywhere. Wrapping
paper is toasea away after being used
once and the pieces are practically too
largo for the bundles. When a butcher
slaps a minute bit of steak into a sheet
of paper big enough to carpet a parlor
floor he may bo making the package
look as though It were worth the small
fortune paid for It, but he certainly la
not conserving paper.

It Is the consensus of opinion that It
Is Impossible to arrive at any definite
conclusion as to tho amount of cur-
tailment that the paper lluslness must
undergo In order to keep Its head well
above water. Many dealers look for-
ward confidently tn some measures taken
by tho Government which will make
such n substantial saving In transporta-
tion that the actual requirements of the
paper business may be filled.

"toddard's Suspicion.
Mr. Stoddard does not deny that his

suspicions of Itumely and Itumely's con--

nectlons date far back. Rather the con-
trary.

In hl statement as published In tho
first editions of the Evrnlnp Mall under
the restored old management of bygone
years, and as later amplified In a talk
with reporters, he told of having spoken
his mind on the subject of the doctor
ns long ago as last October.

Mr. Stoddard recalled a conference
with Col. Itoosevelt and another with
Capt. Ogden L. Mills of the army Intel-
ligence service about that time. With
Col. Ttoosevelt, he said, he talked for
three hours over and after n luncheon In
the Tnlon League Club, baldly speaking
his mind.

"Tho Colonel's counsel." he summed
up, "was that It was my duty ns a good
American to stick as close to the Mail
as I could, keep track of developments
and report whatever I might discover to
the Government."

Concerning his Interview with Capt,
Mills Mr. Stoddard would say only that
tho Captain, who through friendship for
himself had Invested In $5,000 worth
of .Uo(l ami KxpreM bonds, threatened
to demand their redemption unless he
should continue in touch with the Mail,

Government Gets Interested,
It Is known, however, that soon after

Mr Stoddard's cdnversatlon with Capt.
Mills In Washington the United States
Government began to develop nn
extraordinary Interest In tho activities
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of George T. Odell. European corre-sponde- nt

of the Mail Odell, who had
been In Washington for his paper at one
time and had been transferred to JJorlln
early In the war, was then In Stock-

holm. It Ak understood that Odell was
under surveillance for a month and that
his cable files were regularly examined,
with what result remains for the pres-

ent undisclosed.
Awake to ths situation and More or

less In touch with Interested officials,
Mr. Stoddard had ample warning that
the arrest of Dr. Itumely Impended. For
mora than a week, certainly, he and
Paul Block, between them holding more
than two.ihlrds of the $700,000 In Halt
and Expre$ bonds outstanding, had been
trying to devise ways and means or re-

gaining actual control of the paper be-

fore the blow fell.
To that end representations had been

made to thfe Allen Property Custodian
through his New York representative,
Francis Garvan, and Samuel Untermyer
had been despatched to Washington to
soe Attorney-Gener- al Gregory, The
proposition to Mr. Garvan and through
him to A. (Mitchell Palmer, his chief,
had been that Messrs. Stoddard and
Block take charge of the Evening Mail,
protect their own Interests as 'tar as
possible and attempt so to conserve and
upbuild that a slseable equity should In
time pass Into the Government's hands.

Mr. Untermyer"s assignment was to
persuade the Attorney-Gener- to hold
off the arrest until after these negotia-
tions should be closed. In that event. It
was suggested. Dr. Ilumely might have
ceased to be publisher of the Uvtning
Mail and and secretary of
the operating company before being
taken Into custody, and the effect on the
good will commanded Iby the paper
would hnvo been correspondingly less.

The trip to Washington failed of
lis object. Worse, It appears to have
hastened action. From the Attorney-Gener- al

Mr. Untermyer could get no as-

surance of a delay, and It Is the under-
standing In New York that a personal
appeal to the President followed. Mr.
Wilson, so the story goes as retailed
here yesterday, proved of a mind with
Mr. Gregory and a telephone conversa-
tion between the two the net result of
the lawer's plea for time set the
wheels finally Into motion.

That the sudden arrest of Dr. Itumsly
wan a surprise to tho Allen Property
Custodian Is manifest In despatches from
Washington, for It Is known that he
and his staff had every Intention of giv-
ing Mr. Stoddard and aaaoclnted Inter-
ests time to protect themselves.

In Federal Custody,
With tho arrest the Evening Mail

passed automatically Into Federal cus-
tody, and It Is by virtue of permission
of Mr. Palmer that the present manage-
ment of the newspaper has taken hold.
What disposition the Allen Property n

will ultimately make of the
paper was In doubt last night, but all
signs were that Mr. Stoddard would be
left In actual control. Mr. Garvan took
a night train for Washington, where he
expects to bo Joined In a day or two by
Mr. Htodaard or Mr. Block. Then the
status and future of tho Evening Mail
will be threshed Oul, Its publication
meantime continuing.

"I have been Informed that It Is
the disposition of the Allen Property
Custodian to Jeopardise 'good American
dollars,' " said Mr. Stoddard. "He real-
izes that it is all American and loyal
money which Is In the Mall and Expren
bonds."

As a newspaper man schooled In pub-
licity values Mr. Stoddard expressed his
opinion that the purchasw and operation
of the Evening Malt has represented
German efficiency at lowest ebb.

"For the money Invested in the Even-
ing Malt the German Government has
not had a return which could be made
to measure up to a cent on the dollar,"
be resumed "Certainly since the United,
States entered tho war the pnper has
been uncompromisingly American, and
before that Its aid to the German cause
was of doubtful value.

"I recall one particular story which 1

stopped short of the oOmpoelng room. It
concerned the war work being done by
the women of Germany, and as a piece
of news almost any newspaper would
havo readily printed It. In fact the only
reason I stopped It was because the Mail
had been printing so many stories of the
sort.

AnU-nrttl- Policy.
"Under Dr. Itumely's direction, the

Evening Mail was rather antl-Uritl-

than For these sentiments
Prof. Rdwln J. Clapp, who left the fac-
ulty or the College of the City of New
Yrfrk to become on editorial writer for
Itumely, was spokesman. LMapp, whose
writings were In large part on the sub-
ject of the freedom of seas, Is now
a member of the New York and New
Jersey Harbor Commission.

"Dr. Itumely did not by any means
make his money go as far as it might
have He was a dreamer and a the-
orist One of his first moves was to Junk
a perfectly good printing plant and re-
place It with brand new machinery.
This cost between 1225.000 and 1560,000.
Then, nlthough we might have stayed In
the old building four or five years longer,
he arranged to move Into the present
home of the Bi'rnlnjj Mall.

"The city owns the building, which
was adapted for use as a newspaper
publication otilre, and would spend no
tnoney In remodelling. Itumely nttended
to that himself, ami spent about J60.000
more. He bought new furniture, new
everything.

"After H, S. McClure hnd been editor
for some time Ilumely sent him to Eng-
land, Franco, Belgium, Ilussla and Ja-
pan. He always hnd n half dozen peo-
ple roaming about, chasing rainbows.
It was all, of course, largely waste."

Mr. Stoddard went Into painstaking
detail In the statement published In the
Evmlng Mall, which follows In part:

"Karly in February. 191B, Mr. S. B.
McClure asked me If I would sell my
stock In tho Evening- .lfnll. As- a result
of that conversation he Introduced to
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me Or. Mdwtrd A. Ulimelv. whom I
had never seen or heard of btfore.

"Dr. Ilumely came here from La
Porte. Ind and as I afterward learned
was at the head of the Itumely Agricu-
ltural Machine Company. The negotia-
tions with me were closed by my agree-
ing to retain personally and have my
friends retain our bonds on the Prop
erty. I paid off all the debts on the
newspaper up to May 30, 191S, and de-

livered to Dr. ndme.lv all ths stock I
owned, as well as all I could secure at
the time from other shareholders.

"While my negotiations with Dr.
Ilumely were In progress, Mr. Hugo
Schweltser, who for years represented
the German dyeatuff trust In this city,
came to my office and opened his con
versation with me by bluntly stating
that' he and other German Americans
wanted to buy a newspaper to speak for
Gorman Interests during the war. I
told him he could not buy the Jfal! for
such a purpose and closed the Interview.
Nevertheless he returned two or threo
times, but with the same result. I told
him that his syndicate must be the
group about which there were so many
rumors. He was quite frank about the
matter and said that he could raise
quite a large sum. 1 absolutely refused
to consider a proposition of this sort
under any circumstances.

"Because of my talks with Mr.
Schweltser I felt that I had located the
rumored German syndicate, and mat--
welly rare no thought to the Tlumely
negotiations as of that character. A
week or ten days before the paper was
taken over the Lusltanla was sunk, and
i recall that Dr. Ilumely congratulated
me on the .Ifoll'a editorials denouncing
that outrage.

"During tho three months from Feb
ruary to May t0. ISIS, on which dntn
Dr. Ilumely took over the paper, he
complained frequently of his difficulty
In raising the necessary monev. nnd
wanted me to accept preferred stock forpan payment. l rerusod to do this,
as I expected to retire absolutely from
the propertjr.

Itrnily With Money.
"Until within a day of the closlns

I had the Impression that Dr. Ilumely
would not be able to meet his obli-
gation. I had about made up my mind
to go on wnn tne paper ns I had been
doing for fifteen years, when he sud-
denly turned up In my office and noti-
fied me that he was ready.

"i naa no inrormatlon as to the source
of Dr. Ilumely's funds and no right or
power to Inquire Into It. At the tlmo I
mentioned to him the rumors about n
German syndicate, and told him of the
Schweltser visits. He volunteered the
remark that every one In his syndicate
was an American citizen, and that two
of them were at tho head of two of our
largest business conoerns.
